The water superintendent’s report 
showed that over half the water con­ 
sumers of the city went delinquent on 
the 10th, and in accordance with the 
orders of the council, they had been 
cut off. Some had turned the water on 


themselves and without settling up 
their back accounts. The council ap­ 
proved of the action of the superin­ 
tendent, and to impress on the wat­ 
er users that the ordinance will be 
enforced, it was ordered that notifi 
cation be given on printed slips to be 
enclosed with the bills.

"W inter starts up there about the 
first of August 
and

commence till the middle uv the next 
July. 'It’s no uncommon thing ifp there 
to hev to break the ice in the tea ket­ 
tle in order to git a cupful uv bilin’ 
water frum under the ice. I hev often 
spit chunks uv ice out uv my mouth 
when I was drinkin’ bilin’ hot coffee. 
"I dug a well 300 feet 
deep 
and 
struck a body of ice at the bottom 40 
feet thick. Pumped ice out uv that 
well fur more than a year and melted 
it fur drinkin -purposes. Had a hon 
that 
hatched out 
14 chickens and 
when they come out uv of the shells 
it wuz found that every one uv their 
feet was frozen and we had to knock 
the ice from their hills before they 
could eat food. 


“There is a hot spring up there that 
throws out b’ilin4 ice every month in 
the year. A blizzard came a sweepin’ 
down frum the 'Hudson hay country 
right in harvest time when the weath­ 
er wuz as warm as it ever gits in 
that country. It caught a neighbor uv 
mine who wuz harvesting In less than 
half a minute he wuz turned into a 
human pillar uv ice. 


“ When they got to him he wuz 
stone dead, froze stiff as I said with 
a forkfull uv hay raised about half 
way frum the ground to the stack. 
He wuz workin’ hard and perspirin’ 
freely when the blizzard struck him 
and when they got to him the warm 
(Sweat wuz still tricklin’ down and 
minglin’ with the ice in his whiskers. 


“Nobody up there thought uv goin' 
in swimm in’ without tak in ’ a pair uv 
skates along so as to be prepared to 
skate upon the ice after the ref resh­ 
in’ bath wuz over. 


“On one occasion there wuz a reviv­ 
al in the ‘Baptist church and there 
wuz a good lot of converts, some­ 
thing like 25 or 30. The preacher dip­ 
ped ’em in a pool and they froze stiff 
as fast as they were dipped. 'It didn’t 
seem to bother 
the 
pastor 
none, 
though. He just chucked ’em up in the 
corner till the ceremony wuz over 
and then thawed ’em out at his pleas­ 
ure and let ’em sign the church rolls 
when they come to. 


“One feller who had been a tough 
bat fur 40 years before he wuz con­ 
verted, the preacher let stay froze up 
for two or three hours; said that he 
thought it would make a better man 
out uv Pete to let 
him 
freeze 
and 
keep him in cold storage fur a spell. 
“There wuz a spoony young couple 
out ridin’ when the young feller un­ 
dertook to bestow an affectionate kiss 
on the lips uv his honey. That wuz 
where they both made 
a 
mistake. 
They froze together and hod to ride 
thet way fur IO miles and then they 
hed to sit with their heads in the 
bake oven fur an hour before they 
come apart. That there country may 
be all right fur such as likes it but 
I odn’t want no more uv it in mine.”
